Ordinance, intended to preſerve and increaſe 
that ſpiritual Liſe and Grace which we received 
at our Baptiſm : So that when we come to the 
holy Communion, we come thither for freftr 
Supplies of Grace and Goodnefs,' for the 
« ſtrengthening and refreſhing of our Souls in 
« all Holineſs and Virtue.” As our natural 
Bodies are fed and nouriſhed with thoſe Ele- 
ments of Bread and Wine, the fame Effect is 
wrought in the Seul, in the inward Man, by 
theſe holy Myſteries, as.in the outward Man 


by Bread and Wine; Bread being the Staff of 


Life, and Wine the moſt ſpvereign Cordial 
(when taken in due Proportion) to chear and 
rejoice the Heart. And thus our Souls, by 


this Sacrament, are fortified and ſtrengthened 


with Grace, Wiſdom, Courage, and all other 
ſpiritual Gifts, to keep us through Faith unto .
